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With southpaw William Jefferson Clinton arriving with 
his entourage to throw out the first pitch and The Plain 
Dealer choosing the occasion to unveil its first full- 
color front page, Cleveland Indians fans could hardly 
miss the fact that Opening Day ‘94 was unlike any 


other in the previous 126 years of franchise history. 


hat prompted the 42nd President and the century-and-a-half-old 
local newspaper to mark the moment so emphatically was the 
inaugural of Jacobs Field, the third home for 
the Major League club. With its 19 striking 
light towers and its handsomely durable 
masonry and exposed-steel exterior smoothly 
blending into the nearby Cuyahoga River 
bridges and the downtown skyline, the ball- 
park and the larger multimillion dollar sports 
and entertainment complex of which it is part 
won immediate praise across the country. 
“Gateway is more than a sports complex,” 
even the distant Seattle Post-/ntelligencer rec- 
ognized. “It is a civic renaissance.” 

In the flush of excitement over the new ball- 
park, some extraordinary opinions spilled forth 
from the thousands of words written and spoken 

about the park_by.the nation’s media. One 
Chicago-writereven‘went so.far as to. speculate 
that the new ballpark might-finally help “staunch 
the endless stream of Cleveland jokes.” <) 
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“The modern-day 
Cleveland is the 
ms essence of baseball 
in America, the 
greatest example 
of what the game 
can do for a city...

The park was designed and 
built by Hellmuth, Obata & 
Kassabaum Sports Facilities 
Group of Kansas City, which also 
designed the new Comiskey Park 
for the Chicago White Sox and 
the widely admired new home of 
the Baltimore Orioles, Camden 
Yards. It was financed through a 
public-private partnership. 

The Indians new_ ballpark 


is filled with both world-class 
amenities and small touches 
designed to enrich the experience 
of viewing Major League baseball. 
They range from 
the spectacular, 
enclosed Terrace 
Club dining facili- 
ty to the conve- 
nient KidsLand 
section. The ball- 
park boasts im- 
pressive leg room 
in each of its 
42,400 seats, as 
well as the largest 
free-standing 
scoreboard in the 
United States, 
which includes a 
Sony JumboTron 
full-color instant 
replay board. And 
the press box 
behind home 
plate accommodates 120, approxi- 
mately double the capacity of 
Cleveland Stadium’s press box. 

Wherever possible, the 
Indians have linked the new ball- 
park with the franchise's rich 
past. One example is the half- 
acre Indians Square just off East 
9th Street, which is dominated by 
an impressive statue of Indians 
Hall of Famer 
Bob Feller. 

For the Indi- 
ans, the new field 
is a culmination 
of a comprehen- 
sive plan for the 
franchise carried 
out since the 
brother team of 
Richard and 
David Jacobs pur- 
chased the team 
in 1986. In 1992, 
the club's “Blue- 
print-for Success” 
mapped out. a 
_ strategy of build- 
ing a (winning 


organization by investing in home- 
grown player development, supple- 
mented by a few key acquisitions 
through the free agent market. The

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opening of the new ballpark pro- 
vided the last piece of the fran- 
chise’s comeback puzzle. 

Which brings us back to the 
opening of the 1994 baseball sea- 
son on April 4th, and to the subse- 
quent arrival of a flood of the 
nation’s critics.

Former Cleveland Indians pitching star HERB 
SCORE is beginning his 32nd season broadcasting 
Indians baseball in 1995. 

The lefthander will team up with Tom Hamilton 
to provide commentary for all 162 regular season 
games and 23 spring training contests on Sports 
Radio WKNR, 1220 on the AM dial. WKNR, 
Cleveland's all-sports station, is in its fourth year as 
the radio home of the Indians. 

Score began his broadcasting career in 1964 as 
a color commentator on Indians TV telecasts. Herb 
took over as the radio play-by-play man in 1968. His 
legendary fastball helped him gain American League 
“Rookie of the Year” honors in 1955, becoming the 
first of four Tribesmen to do so to date. Herb posted 
a 16-10 record and a 2.85 ERA in ‘55, while setting 
the record for strikeouts in a season by a rookie 
pitcher with 245, a mark which stood until 1984 
when it was broken by the Mets Dwight Gooden. The 
number still represents the AL Rookie mark. Score 
followed up those impressive numbers with a fine 
20-9 mark with a 2.53 ERA in 1956. He also struck 
out 263 in just 249.1 innings of work. Herb was 
selected to the American League All-Star team in 
both ‘55 and ‘56. 

Score concluded his eight-year big league career 
with a 55-46 mark and a fine 3.36 ERA. He struck out 
837 in 858.1 innings pitched. 

Herb and his wife Nancy have four children: Judith, 
David, Mary Kay and the late Susan; and six grandchil- 
dren: Kaily Ann, Brian Jude, Tyler, Kevin, Daniella and 
Emily. The Scores reside in Rocky River, OH. 

TOM HAMILTON enters his sixth season as a 
Tribe broadcaster. He came to the Indians after 
spending three seasons as a broadcaster for the 
AAA Columbus Clippers, the top farm club of the 
New York Yankees.
